Reduced Speed School Zones 
December 31st, 2013 Carman’s Town Council passed a by-law to reduce the speed limit in school zones 
8:30-3:00pm to 30 km/hour at their November 14 meeting. 


The reduced speed school zones run 150 meters from the junction of 1st Street SW 
January 1°, 2014 and 4th Avenue SW to the Boyne Lodge entrance (for Carman Elementary 
School), and from the eastern town boundary on Provincial Highway #3 to the 


Closed junction of 2nd Street SE (for Carman Collegiate). 


This speed limit is to be in effect at all times, not just during school hours. The 
RCMP have indicated that anyone stopped, may receive an enhanced fine that 


would be double the normal fine. ;

Animals Business Licenses 


By-Law No. 10-1950 regulates 
animals within the Town of Carman. 
All animals must be vaccinated and 
licensed annually. License fee is 
$15.00 per animal and due on 
January Ist. Current rabies tag 
number is required. REMEMBER - 
No person shall permit an animal to 
run at large within the Town. Also, 
no person shall permit an animal to 
defecate on property other than the 
property of its owner without 
causing such excrement to be 
removed immediately. 


Business licenses are 
required by any transient 
trader or business operating 
in the Town not having a 
commercial storefront. The 
annual fee of $100.00 is due 
on the Ist day of January 
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Snow Removal 


A big Thank you to the Public Works staff for 
working all day and night on December 5" to get the 
snow removed from the streets. 


Did You Know: It takes the staff 36 hours straight to 
clean our roads. Our staff start their work at midnight 
and work until they’re done. 


The staff work long and hard to ensure that snow is removed as 
quickly and efficiently as possible and they need your assistance in 
making sure that they can complete their work in a timely fashion. 
Please refer to the back of newsletter for our “No Parking” ban. 


The first priority is to ensure that we have a route to the hospital, fire hall, 
schools and R.C.M.P. We also try to ensure that the “on-call” Doctor is able 
to get to the hospital if there is an emergency. If need be, our staff have 
access to snowmobiles and other equipment in an emergency situation. 


The downtown including the Town parking lot is next. This is usually 
complete before businesses open in the morning. At the same time, crews 
will open major arteries in the residential section and other business areas. 


Once this is complete, the crews move to the residential areas and do a proper 
cleanup. Roads are cleared and driveways are opened. This is done on a 
rotating basis so that no particular area is always first.
